SOUTHEAST MISSOURI 


J. B. Sheridan, Secretary 
o f 
the 
Missouri Committee on Public U tility 
Information, St. Louis, 
spent 
three 
days 
in Sikeston during the week 
Sheridan who is an ardent believer in 
the people and soil of Missouri, told 
the Lions Club at luncheon on Thurs­ 
day that he had been in every part 
of 
the 
State 
during the past six 
months but did not find any district 
or any town whirh showed 
greater 
signs of prosperity and improvement 
than Southtast Missouri and 
Sikes­ 
ton. 
“Sikeston has improved more than 
any town I have seen”, Sheridan said. 
“It has improved greatly in the past 
six months. 
It looks more like 
the 
fam ous California show towns Santa 
Ana, Fullerton, Anaheim, just outside 
o f Los Angeles 
than any 
torwn 
in 
the Middle W est. 
Sikeston appears 
to be a new town, plenty of automo 
biles on the streets, good roads 
in 
and out. 
“The countryside is not at its best 
just now. Too much 
rain, 
but still 
Sikeston looks like a most prosper­ 
ous town to m e and the entire 
dis­ 
trict, wet as it is now. 
“Withal I read and hear more com­ 
plaints about farm conditions 
bank­ 
ing conditions and business generally 
from Southeast Missouri 
than from 
any part of the State. 
“Some people are alw ays com plain­ 
ing that they are broke. 
Being broke 
is entirely relative. 
I know they are 
always broke in California, but they 
don’t go around advertising their con­ 
dition. 
“They just put up good fronts and 
tell the world that they 
are making 
money hand over fist. I know a town 
in Missouri that is chronically broke 
but it is the up and com ingest town 
in the State. 
The spirit of its peo­ 
ple will not adm it of defeat 
“I know that Southeast 
Missouri 
has Southern 
California 
beaten 
a 
million miles as far as production of 
wealth is concerned. 
I know every­ 
one in Southern California is alw ays 
broke. 
“Now, what I would like to know', 
and what a lot of other 
people 
I 
know w'ould like to 
know' 
is, 
why 
Southeast Missouri can look so w eal­ 
thy and so prosperous and yet always 
be yelling that everyone 
in 
it 
is 
broke.

Branch, 30 y ears old, a farm er living 
near Brosely, w as shot and perhaps 
fatally injured this afternoon by his 
father-in-law, Charles S. Brown, 45. 
a m erchant of Brosely. 
The shooting 
occurred in fro n t of B row n’s home. 
Brown fired five tim es at Branch, 
three ballets from his revolver ta k ­ 
ing effect. 
Branch w as given t r e a t­ 
ment at Brosely and will 
likely 
lie 
brought here if 
his 
condition 
p er­ 
mits. Brown w as arrested by Sheriff 
T. D. McCown, pending the outcome 
of Branch's condition. 
The shooting was said to b«ve de­ 
veloped through fam ily trouble 
be­ 
tween Branch and his wife, a d au g h ­ 
ter of Brown. 
They had been m a r­ 
ried about two years, 
and

came estranged about a week ago and

MAN MUTILATED 
SATURDAUFTERNOON 


M ystery shrouds the mutilation of 
Cresap Johns, 23, son of larni Johns, a 
farm er living five miles northw est o f 
Sikeston. 
The entire Johns family, with the 
exception of the youth, came to Sik­ 
eston 
S atu rd ay 
afternoon, 
leaving 
Cresap at home. 
According 
to 
his 
story, he was working on his fishing 
tackle in the smoke house with his 
back to the door, when someone en ­ 
tered, clapped their hands 
over hi- 
eyes and, while two others held him, 
bandaged his eyes so th a t it was im ­ 
possible for him to see. 
Then, while the other two held him, 
the mutilation took place, the assail­ 
ants w orking silently 
and 
speedily 
and, having finished their work, took 
-heir departure, leaving Cresap upon 
the floor still blindfolded. 
He 
succeeded 
in 
removing 
the 
bandage and made his way out 
into 
the yard near the barn, where he was 
found by his father upon his return 
home about 5:30 that afternoon. Med­ 
ical attention was 
im m ediately 
se- 
ured for the unfortunate youth, who, 
unless infection sets in, will recover. 
Officers were called 
immediately, 
but could find no clues 
th a t 
m ight 
lead to discovery of the assailanst of 
the youth. 
The 
bloodhounds 
were 
brought from 
Cape 
Girardeau and 
placed on the trail. 
They followed a 
trail for a mile and a half to where 
it ended presum ably 
at 
the 
place 
where an automobile had been p ark ­ 
ed. 
The youth was able to throw no 
light on the case, statin g th at he was 
unable to get a glim pse 
of 
anyone, 
but th a t he w'as certain 
th a t 
there 
were three in the party. 
The smokehouse floor, according to 
officers, showed no traces of a s tr u g ­ 
gle and the theory has been advanc­ 
ed by some th a t the youth became de­ 
ranged and m utilated himself. 
B ear­ 
ing out this theory is the fact th a t a 
razor was found with a bloody finger 
print thereon. 
It is understood that 
the fingerprints of th e youth 
have 
been taken fo r com parison. 
Another theory that has been ad­ 
vanced by officers is th a t the assail­ 
ants victimized the w'rong youth, in­ 
tending to have 
m utilated 
another 
youth who has been w orking on the 
Johns’ farm . 
Mr. Johns is unable to explain the 
deed, sratin g th at he 
know’s of 
no 
trouble which his 
son 
m ight 
have 
been* in to have incited such 
action. 
The Johns fam ily is w’ell known 
in 
this com m unity, having 
moved 
to 
their present home last fall from A r­ 
kansas where they had been the past 
four years. 
Prior to th a t time, 
they 
were located on the 
F. 
M. 
Sikes 
place, southeast of Sikeston.

Floyd C. Shoemaker 
To m aster a foreign language, be­ 
come a power in politics and journal­ 
ism in his adopted country, and rise 
to the heights of 
m aterial 
success 
within twenty-five years and at 
the 
early age of forty, are only some of 
the achievem ents of Joseph 
Pulitzer 
—probably the most outstanding fig­ 
ure in the field of 
journalism 
th a t 
Missouri has ever produced—who was 
born 
seventy-nine 
years 
ago this 
week, on A pril 10, 
1847. 
He 
w as 
bom in Mako, Hungary, the son of 
respectable and 
well-to-do 
parents. 
His father was of M agyar-Jewish de­ 
scent; his m other Austro-German. 
He was 
an 
adventurous 
though 
frail youth and early 
in 1864 
set 
sail for Boston to join to the Union 
Army. 
When he arrived in the U nit­ 
ed S tates he was but slightly over 16 
years of age, 
without 
friends 
or 
money, and was unable to 
speak 
a 
word of English. 
He made his w ay 
to New York and joined 
a 
cavalry 
company which was being organized 
by Carl Schurz, another German who 
is well known to Missourians. 
At the close of the Civil W ar Mr. 
Pulitzer came to St. Louis. 
He a r­ 
rived on a cold 
w intry 
evening 
in 
1865, and for three years engaged in 
various occupations, then becoming a 
reporter 
on 
the 
Westliche 
Post. 
Som ething of his ability and determ ­ 
ination may be understood from the 
fact th a t in less than ten years 
he 
was editor and part proprietor of this 
paper. 
His am azing energy, his pas­ 
sionate interest in politics, 
his 
rare 
gift of terse and forcible expression, 
and his striking personality 
carried 
him over or through all obstacles. He 
soon purchased the Dispatch, combin­ 
ed it w ith the Post, 
and 
made the 
Post-Dispatch a powerful and profit­ 
able 
enterprise. 
Ever 
watchful for 
new and broader fields he went 
to 
New York in 1883 and purchased The 
World from Jay Gould. 
Fellow edi­ 
tors ridiculed him and scoffed at him 
for this move, for The World 
was 
practically bankrupt. 
This only add­ 
ed to his determ ination, 
and 
again 
his courage and resourcefulness 
de­ 
veloped a strong and prosperous p a­ 
per. 
So intense was 
his 
concentration 
and so tireless his energy during the 
four years th at 
this 
task 
required 
th at upon its completion he was 
a 
nervous wreck. 
He 
had 
achieved 
success, immense wealth and power, 
but his health had been broken by the 
constant strain, and his eyesight was 
failing rapidly. An even greater m is­ 
fortune was th a t all the active forces 
of his personality survived in 
their 
full vigor, causing him to suffer un­ 
told impatience and discontent. 
His 
desire for intellectual stim ulation was 
insatiable and his demand for accur­ 
ate inform ation 
was 
exacting. 
He 
drew about him a large 
number 
of 
secretaries whose business it was to 
keep him 
constantly 
informed 
and 
alive to all the events of the world. 
Biographers have described 
him 
as 
“forever unsatisfied”. 
His mind and 
body were alert and energetic altho’ 
his blindness and nervous disposition 
made him restless. 
In appearance Joseph Pulitzer was 
a striking figure. He was six feet two 
and a half inches in height, and his 
presence was so commanding that he 
seemed even taller. 
The head 
was 
splendidly 
modeled, 
the 
forehead 
high, the brow prom inent and arched, 
the ears were large, the nOse long and 
hooked, the m outh alm ost concealed 
by the mustache was firm and th in ­ 
lipped. 
His chin, though firm, 
was 
small, and to conceal this he perm it­ 
ted his bear to grow a fter 
he 
was 
thirty. 
His complexion was clear and 
deleiate, clouded only when he 
was 
angry. 
His figure, though 
not 
ro ­ 
bust, was well developed. 
The later years of his life, after his 
retirem ent from the active m anage­ 
ment of The W orld, were 
spent 
in 
travel. 
He, w ith his corps of secre­ 
taries, spent much tim e on his yacht, 
the Liberty, alw ays keeping in touch 
with his paper and directing its poli­ 
cies up till the tim e of his death. He 
died on board the Liberty in the h a r­ 
bor at Charleston, South Carolina, on 
October 29, 1911.

An old trick in selling: securities of little value is to set an arbitrary date 
when the price wiW advance. 
This lure is powerful because the prospective buyer realizes that if he does 
not buy right away he cannot take advantage of the bargain price. He is 
urged to get in before the stock goes up and save money. 


Some kind of an argument generally is advanced to justify the contem­ 
plated increase,—“A gusher is expected soon” if it is an oil proposition, 
or, “early buyers will be given the law price while those who wait, of 
course, must and should pay the higher price.” 


Sometimes the price actually is raised when the date rolls around. 
This 
gives the seller the right to say “I warned you”. 
But such increases 
in 
price obviously have added nothing to the actual value. 


More often, however, when the date arrives when the price is to go up, 
the prospect, if he has not already purchased, receives a letter from the 
company stating that because of some not-to-be-foreseen 
circumstances 
“it is impracticable to raise the prices at this time, and thait the date has 
been put forward thirty days”, it is explained -that “this is very fortunate 
because it will give the prospect a final and last aha.it e to get in on the 
good thing”. 


Arbitrary raises in the price of securities are fictitious and add no value. 
It pays to be suspicious of propositions like this.

COTTONSEED MEAL 
GOOD DAIRY FEED 


When a ton of cotton need ts ex­ 
changed for a ton of prime cottonseed 
meal and the meal converted into but- 
terfat by feeding to dairy cattla, the 
feeding value of the meal is obtained 
free of charge. 
'This may seem like a far-fetched 
statement at first glimpse,” says John 
4. Arey, dairy extension specialist at 
the North Carolina State college, “but 
It's true, certainly, If the manure is 
handled properly, 
a ton of prime cot­ 
tonseed meal has a fertilizing value of 
about $28. 
Only about one-fourth of 
this la lost when passing through the 
cow. The remaining three-fourths of 
the fertilizing material, with a value 
of $21, remains on the farm for aoil 
enrichment. 
This amount is only $1 
less than the original market value of 
the ton of cotton seed which was ex­ 
changed for the meal.” 
Mr. Aj-ey states that as a source of 
cheap protein, the cottonseed meal 
lead* all other feeds. 
The protein is 
furnished st .three cents per unit when 
meal is secured at the exchange price 
of cotton seed. 
The seed are selling 
now for about $22 per ton. When pro­ 
tein is obtained from soy-bean meal, 
it will cost 4.8 cents per unit, as good 
soy-bean meal is selling for about $4? 
per ton. When the protein is obtained 
from wheat bran at $38 per ton. It 
will cost 12 cents per unit. 
The cost of the total digestible nu­ 
trients in cottonseed meal Is the low­ 
est of all feeds, with corn next. 
This shows, states Mr. Arey, that 
cottonseed meal is not only an eco­ 
nomical feed but that it also contains 
large amounts of valuable fertilizing 
material which are obtained at a low 
cost when the meal is fed through 
cows. 
Yet, in spite of all this, thou­ 
sands of tons of this, our most valu­ 
able feed, is being shipped to other 
states annually for cattle feeding and 
it is enriching their soils at the ex­ 
pense of ours.

Buying Cull Dairy Cows 
Very Risky Proposition 
Because there ts a demand for good 
dairy cows, many culls are being sold 
to unsuspecting men. 
This situation 
has become so serious in Indiana that 
fi. A. Gannon of the dairy extension 
department at Purdue warns all buy­ 
ers to be on their guard, and advises 
them to buy their cows from clean, 
local herds when possible. 
A recent Investigation Id Indiana 
showed that of several carloads sold 
only about two cows out of every 
twenty-six could be recommended as 
profitable producers. 
Out of one car­ 
load of heifers fifteen aborted and 
were eventually slaughtered. 
Many 
clean herds were thus infected with 
contagious abortion which will retard 
their progress for years. 
One man 
bought four cows brought in by a 
dealer. 
Three proved 
unprofitable 
and the fourth was slaughtered be­ 
cause of udder trouble. 
Most of the 
cows brought In are reported as un­ 
dersized, In poor condition, and lack­ 
ing In dairy type, constitution and 
breeding.

show that the winter work makes the 
most profit. 
Cows that freshen In the fall pro­ 
duce more milk and also more butter- 
fat when the price Is highest.

are getting the proper feed and are

Thaw frozen combs on poultry by 
applying snow or ice water,” say poul- 
trymen at the New York State College 
of Agriculture at Ithaca. “Carbolated 
grease, which may be purchased at 
most drug stores, will do the trick. A 
New Jersey agricultural bulletin sug­ 
gests the following ointment: Five 
parts of refined petroleum, three parts 
of glycerin, and one part of turpen­ 
tine by volume. 
This should be ap­ 
plied gently and rubbed In fairly welL 
Remove the black dead tissue from 
badly frozen combs, so that they will 
heal more quickly. 
MAt this time of year many flocks 
suffer from frozen combs. This trou­ 
ble is particularly bad with roostars 
of the single-comb White Leghorn 
breed because their combs are so big. 
If a roaster’s comb is badly frozen, it 
seriously affects his vigor and Im­ 
pairs his usefulness in the flock.” 
Poultrymen at the state college say 
that the best farmers in the state put 
their roosters in the breeding pens 
early in the winter and watch them 
carefully during the coldest weather 
b o as to minimize the danger of free* 
lug. The college recommends curtulns 
In front of the roost on very cold 
j nights in narrow houses. This is not 
recommended in houses that are wider 
than 15 feet. Another suggestion la 
the use of wooden floats with 1-inch 
holes in them to he placed in the 
drinking vessels. This reduces the 
j danger of freezing, us it keeps the 
birds from dipping their wattles in the 
water when they drink. 
In exceptional cases, it may be well 
to grease the combs and wattles of 
especially valuable birds during cold 
weather. 
The pens should be kept 
’ well ventilated at all times. 


MEET ARE SENT IN ! 


Sprouted Oats for Hens 
Is Most Excellent Plan 
There is nothing in the world that 
will make the old hens feel as much 
like spring Is here as a box of sprout­ 
ed oats every day, experienced poul­ 
trymen say. Sprouting oats is not 
necessarily expensive or a lot of both­ 
er. Equipment may be homemade. A 
tub or keg will do to soak the oats 
In. Five or six boxes about 4 inches 
deep will do for the trays. A room 
which ranges from 50 to 80 degrees 
In temperature all the time is satis­ 
factory. 
Soak the oats 12 hours In 
the tub or keg. 
Drain them and put 
them in a box where they should be 
kept moist until the sprouts are about 
y% inch long. Feed them at that time, 
which is usually about five days after 
they are put to soak. 
Five or six 
boxes will make it possible to start a 
box each day and weed one regularly. 


Green Feed Is Perfect 
for Poultry in Winter 
Many poultry raisers are now feed­ 
ing mash to their hens, but a lack of 
palatable, succulent feed is too often 
the limiting factor In winter poultry 
rations. 
Sprouted oats are one of the 
finest forms of succulence. The Ne­ 
braska Agricultural college poultry­ 
men offer the following suggestions: 
Good heavy oats with strong germi­ 
nating power produce best results. 
Soak the oats for about 24 hours. 
Drain off excess moisture. Turn into 
lard tub or Candy pall which has holes 
in bottom to allow excess moisture 
to drain off. Add moisture later If 
necessary. 
Keep in fairly even mod­ 
erate temperature. Feed when the 
sprouts are one-half to one Inch long 
("greening” is unnecessary). 


Ration for Goslings 
A ration recommended by the Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
for goslings up to eight weeks of age 
is equal parts by measure of bran, mid­ 
dlings and steamed cut clover or 
cooked 
vegetables. 
Feed 
morning, 
noon and night. 
If it is desirable to 
fatten them at this age or at ten 
weeks of age, they should be placed In 
the pen where they will not exercise 
too much, and fed corn meal mixed 
to a dry crumbly state, and beef scrap 
amounting to 20 per cent of the bulk 
of the corn meal.

If, as is frequently the case, writes 
Dr. 
Frank 
H. 
Richardson in 
the 
Trained Nurse and Hospital Reviews 
faulty posture is the direct resultant 
of the fatigue due to malnutrition, is 
worse than silly to nag, and hopeless 
to apply and adjust 
corrective 
ap­ 
paratus. 
Such a course 
leaves 
the 
child worse, because it has placed dis­ 
couragement on those shoulders, per­ 
haps an inferiority complex 
in 
his 
mind. 
In other words, bend our energies 
toward 
treating 
the malnutrition. 
Leave posture alone for the 
most 
part, but try to eliminate its causes. 
As this frequently involves the 
cor­ 
rection of physical defects as well as 
the re-education of the child 
along 
the lines of better health habits, it 
may take time. But rest assured that 
all such time will be well spent. 
Are we then to disregard posture 
altogether? 
By no means. 
But let 
us evaluate its relative 
importance. 
Parents, nursas and doctors must re­ 
ly upon the force from 
within, 
the 
principle of growth, to 
give 
proper 
development without taking too much 
anxious thought as to the 
direction 
that such growth shall take. 
Without recapitulating the 
causes 
that 
produce 
malnutrition, 
chief 
among which is the long school day 
and the ills attendant upon it, speci­ 
fic items must be included in our bill 
of indictment against 
the 
present- 
day school—muscular inactivity from 
prolonged confinement indoors; 
the 
fixed desk that is too high or low, and 
its fellow criminal, the 
fixed 
seat 
that is too low or too high; carrying 
a young library of heavy books back 
and forth between school and home; 
and faulty eyesight or hearing, which 
produce an unconscious or 
involun­ 
tary twisting or leaning in an effort 
to neutralize the defect. 
When we have eliminated the caus­ 
es that were at 
fault 
in 
bringing 
about the condition in the first place, 
we may consider means for dealing 
with each of these. 
The 
round sag­ 
ging 
shoulders, 
flattened 
chest, 
“winged scapulae”, prominent abdo­ 
men, may be considered together, as 
we discuss 
what, the

tember. 
The highest price is reach­ 
ed in December. The impo rtant po int 
fo r farm flo ck o wners to 
realize

that it takes fewer eggs fro m Octo ber 
to Janu ary to pay fo r a giv en qu anti­

At the end of the year, cost of seed, 
ertilizer, etc., is deducted from

Second, “the live 
stock club”, 
to 
vhich 
the 
boys 
and 
girls 
of the 
hurch and 
Sunday 
school 
belong. 
Through the church pure 
bred pigs 
ire furnished to those who wish 
to 
nter upon the plan. 
Adequate 
in­ 
formation and assistance 
is 
offered 
rhrough the county agent, and at the 
?nd of the year the hog is sold, 
the 
purchase price and cost of feed 
re­ 
paid and the rem ainder placed in the 
hurch fund. 
Third, “the talent plan” in 
which 
*ach member willing 
to do so, takes 
from the church treasury a small sum 
f money, invests it in any legitim ate 
business enterprise, and at the end of 
the year returns the original invest­ 
ment, together with 
any 
profit 
he 
may have made to the church. 
In a rural community these activi­ 
ties naturally run along agricultural 
lines to a large extent, and at Edge- 
wood, they include growing 
onions,

TAKE MONEY FROM FARMS 


In 1910 there were 275 horses and 
mules within the city lim its of Sikes- 
ton. 
Now there are 35 horses 
and 
mules and 860 automobiles, and the 
population of the city has increased 
from 2800 to more than 5000. 
Every farmer form erly had a fam ­ 
ily horse and often a saddle horse or 
carriage horses 
in addition. 
Today 
there are only two men on 
farm s 
near here who regulary use 
horses. 
They are William Pharris 
and 
Roy 
Johnson. 
The mule is still on the farm , but 
the horse has been displaced by the 
Automobile. 
Frank Smith of Sikeston once prid­ 
ed him self of a fine string of harness 
and saddle horses, and Willie 
and 
Tom Myers were considered connois­ 
seurs of horse flesh. 
A. J. M atthews 
ilways had fine horses, stallions and 
lacks. 
Napoleon A. (Polly) Johnson m ain­ 
tained a livery barn with a score 
of 
horses. 
T. A. Wellman likewise kept 
a score of horses for hire, and Frank 
Shanks & Sons operated the largest 
et of barns. 
The only one of the old-timers left 
is John A. M atthews, who establish­ 
'd a livestock barn in 1910. 
In one 
veek, during the Sikeston 
Fair, 
he 
nade enough to pay for 
the 
barn. 
He has had as many as 400 horses in 
his stables at one time, but now his 
establishm ent is used as 
a 
wagon 
yard, w eight yard and for automobile 
storage. 
“Form erly during fair tim e we had 
1000 horses in town on a good 
day. 
Now we have 5000 or 6000 autom o­ 
bile,” says M atthews. 
“T hat is the reason farm ers about 
here 
have 
hay they 
cannot sell. A 
horse will eat in a year the product 
of 10 acres of good land. 
I estim ate 
here are 540 less horses in Sikeston 
and its trade territory 
than 
there 
were in 1910. This removes a demand 
for the product of 5400 acres or the 
surplus feed of at least 
72 
farm s”, 
aid F. H. Smith. 
“There are more 
humans 
to feed 
but too m any of them are 
denying 
their stom achs in order to buy auto­ 
mobiles. 
It is true that farm prices 
are good now, but money won’t buy 
anything when you get it. 
I used to 
buy cultivators for $13, 
which now 
ost $45; and wogans at $45, which 
now cost $126,” said M atthews. 
“Two things 
are 
certain”, 
said 
Prof. S. D. Gromer of the College of 
A griculture, 
“the 
autom obile 
and 
tractor 
will 
still 
furth er 
displace 
horses, 
and 
farm 
prices 
m ust go 
higher or many farm ers m ust 
liqui­ 
date”.

And 
we know' the town would be better to 
have all of its workers living 
here, 
paying taxes within the town, 
and 
taking an interest in the town rather 
than simply regarding it as a place in 
which they must spend thor working 
hours.

Setting Date for Advance 
Is An Old*Trick 


An old trick in selling ¡securities of little value is to set an arbitrary date 
when the price will advance. 


This lure is powerful because the prospective buyer realizes that if he does 
not buy right away he cannot take advantage of the bargain price. 
He is 
urged to get in before the stock goes up and save money. 


Some kind of an argument generally is advanced to justify the contem­ 
plated increase,—“A gusher is expected soon” if it is an oil 
proposition, 
or, ‘‘early buyers will be given the law price while those who wait, of 
course, must and should pay the higher price.” 


Sometimes the price actually is raised when the date rolls around. 
This 
gives the seller the right to say “I warned you”. 
But such increases 
in 
price obviously have added nothing to the actual value. 


More often, however, when the date arrives when the price is to go up, 
the prospect, if he has not already purchased, receives a letter from the 
company stating that because of some not-to-be-foreseen 
circumstances 
‘‘it is impracticable to raise the prices at this time, and that the date has 
been put forward thirty days”, it is explained that “this is very fortunate 
because it will give the prospect a final and last oha ,ie to geit 
in on 
the 
good thing”. 


Arbitrary raises in the price of securities are fictitious and add no value. 
It pays to be suspicious of propositions like this.

COTTONSEED MEAL 
GOOD DAIRY FEED 


When a ton of cotton seed ts ex­ 
changed for a ton of prime cottonseed 
meal and the meal converted Into but- 
terfat by feeding to dairy cattle, the 
feeding value of the meal is obtained 
free of charge. 
“This may seem like a far fetched 
statement at first glimpse,** says John 
A. Arey, dairy extension specialist at 
the North Carolina State college, “but 
It's true, certainly. If the manure Is 
handled properly, 
a ton of prime cot­ 
tonseed meal has a fertilizing value of 
about $28. 
Only about one-fourth of 
this Is lost when passing through the 
cow. 
The remaining three-fourths of 
the fertilizing .material, with a value 
of $21, remains on the farm for soil 
enrichment. 
This amount is only $1 
less than the original market valus of 
the ton of cotton seed which waa ex­ 
changed for the meal.** 
Mr. Aj*ey atates that as a source of 
cheap protein, the cottonseed meal 
leads all other feeds. 
The protein Is 
furnished at .three cents per unit when 
meal is secured at the exchange price 
of cotton seed.

A study of the trend in the average 
m onthly farm prices from 1910

1924 shows th at the

whole­ 
sale egg prices prevail in April, and 
that there 
is a slight 
increase 
in 
July and August, with a more 
per­ 
ceptible increase beginning 
in Sep­ 
tem ber. 
The highest price is reach­ 
ed in December. The im portant point 
for farm flock owners to 
realize 
is 
th at it takes fewer eggs from October 
to January to pay for a given quanti­ 
ty of feed than during any other tim e 
of the year. 
Although the price 
of 
grain or of eggs cannot be controll­ 
ed on the farm , egg production 
can 
be regulated to a considerable 
ex­ 
tent. 
The ability to lay eggs is inherit­ 
ed. To 
develop an egg-laying strain 
requires careful selection

icy. The average farm men should not 
only lay at least 144 eggs in a year 
but most of them should be laid from 
October to March.

W. W. Shay, swine extension 
specialist at the North Carolina State 
college, J* authority for this state­ 
ment, and Mr. Shay I* credited with 
knowing more about raising and fat­ 
tening these animal* than any other 
man In North Carolina. 
Here Is what he aav*; "Advance In­ 
formation from the governm ent pig 
survey indicate* that high price* for 
hogs will continue for another year, j 
In fact the number of hog* aiaugh- j 
tered 1* expected to be les* than In 
any year *lnce 1920 21.’’ 
This means, according to Mr. Shay, 
that there Is less pork in storage and 
the man who grow9 out hi* pig* well j 
and fatten* them properly will make 
a profit on the feed given them. Corn 
and other grain raised on the farm 
should be ronsldered largely In the 
light of a feed for live stock, anyway, 
claim* Mr. Shay. He state* that grain 
sold a* finished meat bring* a higher 
price than when the grain is sold as 
grain and he has records and facts 
which support his claim. 
For Instance, record* kept by coun­ 
ty agent* on the cost of gain for over 
4,000 hogs owned by some 200 farm ers 
ring 1926 showed a return of well 
over $2.00 per busbel for the 27,706 
bushels of corn eaten by the hogs.
